During interview appeared to be very 

emotionally unstable and extreme ly <uTi i icult to interview. ■ 
She became extremely petulant, as previously noted, when 
questioned concerning any knowledge she might have of 
activity in Dallas, Tex., and refused to state if she had 
ever been in that city. She denied knowledge in any manner 
of any of the circumstances surrounding the death of 
President KENNEDY and denied that she had ever stated that 
she knew JACK RUBY or LEE HARVEY OSWALD. 



Observation of during interview' 

Indicated that although shoctuf^oTappe to be mentally 
incompetent in any fashion, she did appear to be a very 
unstable individual. It does not appear that she has *n:jr 
information concerning the assassination of President KENNEDY 47** 
and that any information she had allegedly furnished to 

prior to this time, was public-source information / •.

In view of the results of this Interview, it is 
not felt this information should be disseminated since It • '•£ • .

does not have any knowledge concerning the assassination 
of President KKNNEJDY and refuses to discuss any allegations 
she had previously taflde concerning this incident. 



It is recommended that no additional investigation 
be conducted in this matter in view of the obvious unstable 
nature of the individual involved. * . 
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
